traryto this ozder,ſhal foxfeyte and pape to her highnelle foz euery ſuch ofkence, twenty poundes, thone halle to be dyſpoſed by 
theyz Churchwardens,to they pooze people inhabytynge theparyſhe where thoſfence ſhalbe found, and thother to her hygh⸗ 

neſſe ble ag in lyke caſe is oꝛdꝛed. And beſpdeg, yfthe perſon offendyng be a Citezen,he ſhal by the Wayoz and his bꝛethꝛen 
without delay. be immediately foz euer diſfraunchiſed,and beyng a table keper,oz Uictuelter vtterly diſabled in any place to bie 
thelame trade. and yk he be no Citez en, then he wal ouer and belpdes the ſayde loꝛfayture. haue foz euery ſuch offence ten daies 
impꝛilonment without baple, and yf the partie offending be not able to pay the ſayd fozfeyture immediately vpon poffe made 
oftholfence committed: the lame ſhal foz euery ſuch offence,ltandone market day in the market time openly vpon the pyllozpe, 
during the (pace of ſixe houres, and allo that euery Alderman oz the tyme beyng within his ward, hal twyſe in the Lent tyme. 
taule an enquyꝛp and pꝛeſentment to be made by the othes oftweluehoneſt and ſubſtanciall Citezeng ol euery warde, beyng no 
Bochers, Pulters, kommen Uictuellerg,noz table kepers: what perſons haue oz dooffend in eating, zylling, oz lellyng of fleſh 
within that ward, whereol thone enqupꝛpe ſhalbe the Mundapye after Mydlent Sunday , and thother in the weke next befoze 
Eaſter and that in the choyſe of the perſong which {hal (o enquire, good regard be had, that they be luche as be beſt diſpoled to 
tende out, and truely to p2eſent ſuch offences, without reſpect ol perſons, and allo that the Maio; with his bꝛethzen, cauſe once 
euery ſoztnyght pꝛiuie ſearch to be made by honeſt and truſty perſons ol the houles of al Bochers, Pulters, table kepers, tauer⸗ 
nes, Uictuellerg, and other lulpetted houſes, foz the better vnderſtandynge whether they oꝛ any ol them doo offende in the pꝛe⸗ 
mylſes, and that yl they ſhall fynde either by this ſearche, oz by any lawefal pꝛofte bꝛought befoze them, any perſon to haue offen- 
ded: that then immediately they cauſe thoffznders to be punpſbed. as aboue is expened without fauoz , affection,oz reſpect of 
perſon. The lyke oꝛder to be kept by the direction of the Steward oz head officers in W eſt minſler. as ihe caſc ſhal requyze, 


Ind it is further oꝛdꝛed and commaunded, that afwell the layd Datoz,as allo ettery c ermen,and © 
pꝛincypall officers of the liberties of weftminſfer, hall yearely certifle bnto her highnes ce court of Chouncery 
foe the kyꝛſt day of Eaſter Terme, vpon paine of one hundꝛed pound, what euery of them hath done in the exe- 
tion of the pzemilles, vnder they: handes and ſeales, to thintent that her highneſle therby may conſider what 
igence 02 negligence ſhalbe vſed in therecution hereof, chat therevpon oꝛder map be taken with euery of them 
dinge to they: deſertes, 
;ouided alwates that this oꝛder extende not to punithe any perton that by the lawes eccleſiaſtical and tempo. 
of this realme fo2 nedefull and tuft conſiderations be permitted to ſell, kill, oʒ eate fleſhe,and foz the better in- 
ligence of perſons licenſed vpon reaſonable a neceſſary cauſe, that none other may be collozed therby, it is oꝛ⸗ 
dand commaunded that euery perſon hauing any licence, fhal yearely the firſt Sunday of Lent, notifie the 
ie to the Aldermen of the warde within any Citre,and to the curate of the pariſh.oꝛ to one of them at the leaſt 
he dwelleth a intendeth to take the benefite of the diſpenſation,oz els the diſpenſation to be voyde. Thys 
er 02 the line o2der,her maieſtie comaundeth to be obſerued as nie as the ſame may be in all places thꝛough 
realme, with like penaltie, and ſpecially in al coꝛpoꝛate townes, from which townes coꝛpoꝛate being ſcituate
